Christianity.” According to our instructor, the position of Queen Victoria 
in reference to the crisis is truly deplorable. This, it seems, is the sad 
scrape in which Her Majesty finds herself :— 

‘« Professing and possessing no more knowledge of the Queen's sentiments 
than is public and open to every loyal subject, we confess that a more 
painful spectacle can hardly be imagined than that of the Queen, equal to 
all, and superior to most of her statesmen, sitting with her hands tied, 
powerless, and compelled to devour her humiliation against all her con- 
victions, against all her antecedents as described in that vade mecum of 
English statesmanship—the life of the Prince Consort,—and against the 
whole teaching of a life informed by great statesmen (of the Old School) 
and by industry and capacity second to that of none of her own ministers. 
The Queen must gulp it all with her eyes wide open. She is powerless. 
She can dismiss no minister. She may know that the country is going 
headlong to ruin; she is solitary, and as helpless, practically, as the 
meanest of her subjects. Lord Beaconsfield is old—and talks of his 
years—with growing majorities behind him. Mr. Gladstone is not a 
broken reed merely,—the reed is poisoned, and withers the hand that leans 
upon it. If one can judge by the life of the Prince Consort and all that 
is known of every act of the Queen’s public life, Lord Derby’s character, 
his views, his policy, his whole conduct, must be the abomination of 
desolation to her. Lord Salisbury, of whom such great hopes were once 
entertained, has so utterly collapsed as a statesman in this Eastern 
Question, that even his enemies (and assuredly he had ho more faithful 
admirers before his Constantinople fiasco than ourselves) are distressed 
and alarmed at the phenomenon, Upon whom can the Queen rely—to 
whom can she turn in the anguish of a monarch, to whom the present 
position of the country must be simply horrible? But hardest and most 
unkind of all must be the defection of Lord Granville, an old friend, 
trained in greater traditions and of whom more might have been expected 
than the abortive pedagogy of bantam Dukes, and the pink shoes of priest- 
ridden Eails.”’ 

What we are to do is this: We are to refuse to enter the Conference; 
we are to join with Turkey, who will soon supply us with 300,000 men ; 
we are to settle this business once for all, if it takes us one year, or if it 
takes us five; Russia is to be driven home, with no Erzeroum, no Kars, 
no Batoum, no Bessarabia, no Dobrudscha. ‘ This,’’ we are assured, “ is 
the proper and hereditary line for Great Britain to take ; and if it has 
not been taken, it has been partly due to the marriage of the Duke of 
Edinburgh to the daughter of the Czar—one of the most fatal alliances 
for this country ever entered upon—one perfectly well known, though not 
to the nation at large, to have been infinitely bitter to the Queen; in the 
next place to Mr. Gladstone’s agitation ; finally to the paralysis and incon- 
ceivable cowardice and imbecility of a Conservative Government, that 
with a majority of 150 upon Mr. Gladstone’s resolutions, actually did not 
know what to do with it, and, still worse, to its present attitude now with 
a majority not of 150, but of 200—Mr. Gladstone discredited, the country 
eager and anxious to follow them in a straightforward and English 
policy—while all they can discover is to pat the unmentionable Greek on 
the back.” With over two hundred military men in the House of Com- 
mons, with Lord Beaconsfield as Prime Minister, and with such firebrands 
as the Financial Opinion instructing and directing the public mind, it 
should be a simple matter at last to plunge the country into a dastardly 
and disastrous war.

While trying to 
uplift the present system of education by warding off blows from little 
children, 1 knocked my head against the stone wall of the brains and 
hearts of day-school teachers; and the whole of the newspaper press 
seemed to be leagued against me. Though I had many rich Christian 
friends in this city, many of whom had often spoken kindly and friendly to 
me before, yet, in the hour of my distress, when in addition to the attacks of 
the newspapers’ editors and their anonymous writers, we had 20 children 
at almost their last extremity with scarlet fever, there was no rich 
Christian man in Manchester, excepting you, my beloved deacons and 
congregation, who gave me one word of sympathy. The only wealthy 
man who then sent me a cheering message wasa Jew. He did not agree 
with me, he said; but he sent the message of hearty friendship and 
brotherhood. Yesterday, he heard that I was again in trouble, and to- 
day he sought me at my house, to cheer me. He said that of course, 
being a Jew, he could not agree with me in some things, but, as a friend, 
he had called to say he would stand by me; and if it would render any 
service, he was willing to be one of the directors of our Orphanage. He 
held my hand in his, and while I looked into his manly face and saw his 
eyes glisten forth their sacred friendship, I said within myself, ‘@an it 
be true that a Jew may be as much Christ-like as a Christian?’ Perhaps, 
before long, our brethren the Jews may be inspired to preach the gospel of 
Christ to their fellow-men. May God hasten that time !”’

In your experience can you tell when either soft or hard water has been 
introduced ? 

Aye, fine an’ weel the neast mornin’. Wi’ a steady brew, an’ saft 
water, I can stan’ twal tumlers, an’ be a’ richt; but if it is hard well 
water, half that quantity sets my heed a sare bizzin, sae that in the 
mornin’ I canna relish the Finnans at a’. 

Do you think that, as it is good for making whisky teddy, it would 
equally apply for other domestic purposes ? 

Nac doot aboot it; fats fit for ae speeshul purpose must be gude for 
many. Providence regulates that; an’ honest-made punch is the fun- 
dashin pint in onie soond-minded heed in my country. 

By the Caamman : Do the people of Loch Toddy district indulge much 
in wathetic pursuits ? 

Fats that, man; far did ye get that fine word? Gin you meen onie 
thing aboot Athiests, Papists, or even U.P.'s, they dinna suit us ava. 

Cross-examined: Mr. Mc.Fuddle, you seem to take everything in 
your head from a whisky toddy standpoint of view?

By a Memaer or tar Commitrer: If you found the Thirlmere water 
hard and unfit for toddy brewing, would you advise its being turned into 
Manchester?
